"There is no possi- 
bility of a healthy and normal situation in this country," 
they point out, "until the nations with whom we trade are 
.able to pay us for,what they import." They recommend 
that the President use such power as he has to make the 
new tariff act less unreasonable, that the debt funding com- 
mission be given plenary powers, such as the British com- 
mission already possesses, and that the American repre- 
sentative upon the Reparations Commission be empowered 
to accept full membership. 
Bankers are, or have to seem to be, the least emo- 


tional of men, and these conclusions are not forced from ] 
them by sentimentality or enthusiasm, but by hard experi-1 
ence. While the government at Washington has been' 
dilly-dallying and blowing hot and cold, business men have ( 
been trving to trade with Europe and the bankers have 
been trying to finance the business men. A considerable j 
part of the imports from Europe could be paid for by long-, 
time credit, but no trade can be carried on indefinitely, 
when one party to it is always borrowing and the other al- i 
ways lending.

Of course, international trade has its roundabout 


routes, and a debtor country can pay a creditor country 
with credits established in still a third country. The im- 
mediate demands of sound banking would be satisfied if 
Europe could pay us in gold or in credits, say in South 
America or the Orient. But we cannot eat gold or credits. 
International commerce is not on a sound basis unless 
there is an approximate balance of trade in goods. And 
we cannot have a balance in goods with Europe, which 
means that we cannot expand or even retain markcts.ihcre.1

Why Absolute Rest 


Is Vital to Meningitis Cure 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

C 


OVERING the brain are certain supporting and 
protecting tissues called the "meninges." 
Like 


all other tissues of the body, inflammation may 


seat itself here. 
When it does the disease is called 


"meningitis." 


Before there is actual inflammation there may be 


congestion for a considerable period. But unless this 
is controlled the actual inflammation occurs. 


All brain disturbances have headache as an early 


symptom. In meningitis this is severe, almost agoniz- 
ing. 
Neuralgia, here and there through the head, is 


another sign of this disease. There is great sensitive- 
ness to noise. Sleep is disturbed on this account.

body is noted. Sometimes the head is drawn.backward by the contracted
